On  page  SfcTi  of  Browning’s,  Americans  of  Royal  Descent,  is  found 
the  following:  "It  is  said  that  the  Buchanans  traced  their  descent 
from  Fargallus,  the  155th  Monard  of  all  Ireland." 

Seventh  in  descent  from  Fargallus  was  Auselan  Bucy  O’Ryan,  or  0’ 
Bocainan,  Anglicised  Buchanan,  King  of  Southern  Ulster,  who  fled  to 
Scotland  in  the  year  1016  and  was  the  first  Laird  of  Buchanan  .in 
Sterlingshire .  In  Johnston’s  "Scottish  Clans  and  Tartans"  it  is  stated 
that  in  the  thirteenth  century. Gilbert  Seneschal  obtained  from  the  Early 
of  Lenno)£  "a  part  of  the  lands  of  Buchanan  in  Sterlingshire  and  took  ' 
his  name  from  them'.' 

It  appears  that  the  Buchanan  family  were  anciently  called 
"H.Auslau"  and  that  the  name  of  the  clan  in  Gaelic  is  usually  "Uaca- 
Channonaich" ,  which  means  "the  son  of  the  cannon",  which  would  seem  to 
prove  its  Celtic  ecclesiastical  origin-  There  is  every  reason  v.\„ 
to  believe  that  the  Buchanan  name  originated  in  Scotland  and  that  all 
the  Buchanans  in  this  country  are  .of  Scotch  ancestry  more  or  less  remote. 
(Woods -McAfee  Memorial  p.  234)  ■  At  all  events  the  family  is  of 

ancient  and  honorable  descent  and  has  contributed  men  of  character  and 
purpose  to  the  history  of  this  country. 

History  says  that  four  brothers  of  the  Carbetti  branch  (Buchanan) 
settled  in  Ireland  after  having  sold  their  estate  in  Blaerkirk,  Scot¬ 
land,  John  and  William  in  the  county  of  Munster  and  George  in  Tyrone, 
Thomas  in  Donegal.  It  appears  from  history  that  this  ancient  Ulster 
family  were -in  Scotland  for  over  six  hundred  years. 

There  was  quite  a  large  immigration  to  Pennsylvania  bearing  the 
name,  between  1720  and  1776,  almost  all  being  related  and  all  appear 
.-to  have  come  from  the  north  of  Ireland,  Donegal  and  Tyrone  counties 
.and  were  Scotch  Presbyterians.  Prom  Pennsylvania  they  moved  to  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  United  States.  While  mostly  pronounced  Bu  chanan, 
.history  says  the  proper  pronunciation  is  Buck  anan. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  18th  century  James  Buchanan;  came 
with  his  family,  his  brothers  and  their  families  and  settled  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  Pennsylvania.

David  Buchanan  Sr.  (our  ancestor)  was  born  in  Ireland  about  1754, 
immigrated  to  the  United  States,  settled  in  Salem  township,  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania.  His  wife’s  name  was  ^Tane  (we  are  not  sure 
whether ) (Young  or  McClintock),  who  bore  him  five  children.  With  Irish 
enthusiasm  he  embraced  the  cause  of  the  colonists  and  took  an  active 
part  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  which  is  proven  by  the  following 
certificate: -

dated  March  17th. ,  1798.  This  land  was  dituated  in  Salem  Township  on 
the  East  branch  of  Porter's  River.  This  land  remained  in  the  Buchanan 
name  for  three  quarters  of  a  century,  David  Buchanan  Jr.  inheriting

He  came  into  this  country  from  Ireland  in  his  youth,  took  an  active 
part  in  the  Y/ar  of  the  Revolution,  was  for  many  years  a  respectable  in¬ 
habitant  of  the  County  of  Westmoreland,  in  t  he  State  of  Pennsylvania  ana 
a  ruling  elder  in  Congruity  Congregation  and  ardently  attached  to  the 
Christian  religion  in  life,  he  appeared  to  experience  its  salutary  and 
soothing  influences  in  death.

As  the  Buchanan  history  is  closely  intertwined  with  that  of 
Ccngruity  church  a  brief  history  of  that  organization  might  be  interes 
ing.  Prior  to  1790  religious  services  were  held  in  a  tent. Hear  that 


time  Rev.  S.  Porter  was  ordained  as  their  Pastor  and  a  log  church 
erected.  The  Indians  being'  troublesome,  guns  were  carried  to  church 
for  protection.  The  first  church  of  logs  was  succeeded  by  another  of 
the  same  material,  but  larger,  this  was  followed  by  three  churches  of 
brick,  the  last  being  completed  in  1923.  V/c  find  the  name  of  David 
Buchanan  Sr.  mentioned  as  Elder  in  1790  and  continue ing  as  such  until 
his  death,  Feb.  1818.  V/c  think  we  can  safely  say  most  all  of  his 
children,  grand  children  and  great  grand  children  were  babtized  in  old 
Ccngruity  under  the  Pastorates  of  Revs.  Porter  and  Kb  Perrin,  the  latter 
of  whom  was  Pastor  for  over  forty  years.  The  name  of  James  Buchahe.ii, 
grandson  of  David  Buchanan  Sr.  appears  as  an  older  in  1883  and  c on tin-' 
ued  as  such  until  his  death  in  1902.
